When  a specific  facility  is  nor 
observed  both  its  title  and  letter  designator  are  omitted  in  the  report.

Kaunas  Ordnance  Depot  PUG  is  located 
just  southeast  of  the  center  of  Kaunas  (Fig- 
ure 1).  This  installation  is  2 kilometers  (km) 
north  of  Kaunas  Army  Barracks  South.  A 
primary  road  runs  west  of  the  depot  and  passes 
through  Kaunas  Army  Barracks  South. 

This  secured  storage  area  (Figures  2 and 
3)  covers  85  acres  and  is  divided  into  2 sections. 
There  are  I administration  building,  2 barracks, 
1 probable  vehicle  maintenance  building,  IT  stor- 
age buildings,  2 revetted  storage  buildings  and  L 
possible  revetted  building  in  the  main  storage 


to  the  south,  and  contains  1 administration  build- 
ing and  possible  open  storage. 

One  TALENT  and  5 missions  of  inter  - 
precable  quality  KF.YHOLE  photography  between 
July  1956  and  August  1964  were  used  in  the  prep- 
aration of  this  report.  Comparative  analysis 
reveals  that  7 new  storage  buildings,  1 barracks, 
and  a possible  vehicle  maintenance  buildinghave 
been  built  since  July  1956.  A previously  reported 
barracks  and  4 storage  buildings  cannot  be 
verified  due  to  poor  image  quality  or  foliage. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

Rail  yards  and  shops  are  located  1,500  feet 
to  the  west. 

Road  Service 

The  installation  has  access  to  primary  roads 
leading  north,  south,  and  west. 

Administrative  and  Troop  Mousing  Areas 

Area  D1  contains  2 barracks  and  l admin- 
istration building. 

Area  02  contains  1 administration  building. 

General  Storage  Areas 

Area  Li  contains  11  storage  buildings,  6 ol' 


which  were  not  present  in  July  1956.  Two 
previously  reported  storage  buildings  are  not 
visible  due  to  foliage. 

Area  L2  contains  secured  possible  open 
storage. 

Ammunition  Storage  Area 

Area  F contains  2 revetted  storage  build- 
ings, each  100  by  65  feet,  and  1 possibly  revetted 
building,  30  by  20  feet.  The  previously  reported 
ammunition  storage  bunkers  are  not  visible  due 
to  poor  resolution. 

Lquipment  Storage /Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  1 probable  vehicle  main- 
tenance building,  60  by  30  feet. 
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
